This will be a busy weekend in downtown Los Angeles. There are 2 large events and a protest march on Monday. All will impact traffic 
so please plan accordingly. 

(1) Saturday Night "Steve Aoki Thanks LA" Concert. The Mayor's Office has coordinated a concert, including free tickets to a 
limited number of persons who signed up for volunteer work. At this point, all 8,000 tickets have been distributed. The stage for the 
concert will be set on Broadway between 6th and 7th Street, with the crowd facing southbound and filling the street all the way back to 
3rd Street. The perimeter will have privacy fencing. There will be street closures (See attached PDF) The actual event with several acts 
will run from 8 PM to 11 PM on Saturday. There will be no alcohol allowed at this event. This is a permitted event and all city agencies 
will be present (LAPD, LAPD DOT). 

(2) Sunday Morning The Amgen Bicycle Tour. This is the 8th leg in a Tour de France Style event. It will be televised 
internationally, with riders from around the world. 

This leg will begin at LA Live. The first section is a downtown circuit from LA Live, around the Grand Park area, then back. The riders 
will complete 5 times. Once the 5th lap around the circuit is complete, the race will travel northbound on Main Street, to Alameda, to 
Spring Street to Broadway across the 5 Fwy to Daly, then on to the finish line for this leg at the Rose Bowl. 

There will be sporadic closures between LA Live and Grand park between 7:15 and 9 AM. At 9 AM the course will be on a hard closure 
as the race begins at 9:15 AM the bikes will average 28 MPH, along with a large Motor escort package.

Dear Friend: 


It was a big week for public transit, as we celebrated Bike Week 
and Infrastructure Week. As a City Councilman and member of the 
Metro Board of Directors, I used the week to promote active 
transit options for Angelenos and meet with U.S. Transportation 
Secretary Anthony Foxx about the ways that our local and federal 
governments are working together to move transit forward. 

Locally, our city's transportation landscape has undergone a 
tremendous, positive transformation over the last few years. When 
you take a look around our communities, tens of thousands of 
Angelenos are biking, walking and taking the Metro to get where 
they need to go. 

Where I live in the San Fernando Valley, this couldn't be truer. Not 
more than 10 years ago, people widely viewed the Valley as a 
suburb where car culture reigned supreme. The common 




misperception was that everyone drove everywhere and that no 
one was riding bikes, walking or taking public transportation.

Metro We/comes New CEO Phil Washington

LOS ANGELES - Metro's new transit chief Phil Washington completed his first week on the job as 
the overseer of LA's $36 billion transportation infrastructure program. 

A 24-year army veteran from the South Side of Chicago, Washington joins Metro from Denver's 
Regional Transportation District, where he was selected as the agency's CEO in 2009 after serving 
as the Assistant General Manager for nearly 10 years. 

In Denver, Washington helped usher in the city's transportation boom, which resulted in the launch 
of the country's first P3 program or public-private partnership to build, operate and maintain four 
rails lines -- adding 122 new miles of rail to the city. Additionally, Washington's emphasis on safety 
training led to a 40 percent decrease in preventable bus accidents in 2012, and an on-time bus 
and rail rate of 90 percent and a 96 percent ADA on-time performance. He was also named as a 
"Champion of Change" by the White House for creating the Community Workforce Initiative Now 
(WIN) Program to train and employ thousands of people who live in communities affected by major 
infrastructure projects. 

As Metro's CEO, Washington will manage 9,200 employees, 2,000 buses, 300 trains and oversee all 
operations for the agency's 1.4 million daily riders.

Raising the Wage to Elevate Our City

Dear Friend: 

It's been a big week for the City of Los Angeles. In fact, I don't 
think I'm overstating things by saying it has been historic. 

I'm proud to say that this week the City Council voted 
overwhelmingly to increase the citywide minimum wage and lift 
800,000 people out of poverty. Just two days later, we unanimously 
approved an $8.6 billion city budget that restores critical 
neighborhood services and also sets aside hundreds of millions of 
dollars to protect our city from any future economic downturn. 
These are monumental achievements that will positively impact so 
many people's lives. 





On Tuesday, the City Council voted 14-1 to raise the minimum wage 
in Los Angeles to $15.00 an hour by 2020 for employees of large 
businesses and getting there one year later for small businesses, 
bringing all low-wage workers to $15.00 by 2021. LA became the 
largest city in the country to raise the wage. It's a big step forward 
for our city and it shows Los Angeles is leading the nation in tackling 
the problem of income inequality. Click here to watch what I had to 
sav before the vote . 

I know how hard it is to get by on low-wage work. 

My mother raised me 
while working a minimum 
wage job at a restaurant 
in the San Fernando 
Valley. Her sacrifices 
allowed me to be the 
first of my family to go 
to college. 

It was really tough to 
get by then and it's 
gotten a lot worse over 
the last few decades. 

Los Angeles has become 
one of the most 
unaffordable cities in the 
country. Our wages have 
not kept pace with the 
cost of food, the cost of 
housing and the cost of 
transportation. More 
than 18 percent of 
Angelenos live in poverty 
and close to 40 percent of our population makes under $15 an hour 
today. Our great city is home to the highest number of urban poor in 
the country-and it's unacceptable. Raising the minimum wage will 
help close that gap and bring more people into the middle class. 

We didn't do this blindly and we don't take its possible consequences 
lightly. Over the last nine months, the City Council's Economic 
Development Committee-on which I serve as vice chair-studied 
reports from three different economists and had them peer reviewed, 
heard from close to 600 members of the public and held meetings 
across the city. In the end, I think we did the right thing. We were 
able to take action to lift up hardworking Angelenos and also 
mitigate the impact on businesses. 

Because of my proposal to slow down the phase-in period for small 
businesses, close to 89 percent of businesses in the city will get an 
extra year to prepare and plan for the gradual increase. That means, 
the first increase these businesses will see is in July 2017. 

Here are the wage schedules. 

Beginning July 1, 2016, for businesses with 26 or more employees: 

2016 : $ 10.50 
2017 : $ 12.00 
2018 : $ 13.25 
2019 : $ 14.25 
2020 : $ 15.00 

Beginning on July 1, 2017, businesses with 25 or fewer employees: 







2017 : $ 10.50 
2018 : $ 12.00 
2019 : $ 13.25 
2020 : $ 14.25 
2021 : $ 15.00 

We're going to continue to study the issue and closely review its 
impacts on working families and businesses, which are the engine of 
our growing economy. I hope you'll agree with me that this is a good 
policy that will help our city, our residents and our economy.

LOS ANGELES - On Thursday, after three weeks of day-long budget meetings and exhaustive input 
from city departments and the public, the Los Angeles City Council approved an $8.6 billion balanced 
city budget for Fiscal Year 2015-2016, which begins July 1. 

The budget increases funding for public safety, including a 10 percent increase in Fire Dept, funding 
and 270 new firefighters. It provides for 2,400 miles of street repairs, 57,000 trimmed trees, 350,000 
pothole repairs and puts $20 million toward fixing sidewalks, among many other things. 

"Without a doubt, our city's budget situation has taken a turn for the better," said Councilmember 
Krekorian, Chair of the City Council's Budget and Finance Committee. "We experienced significant 
growth, added neighborhood services, and established the largest rainy day fund in the city's 
history. This is the best budget we've had in years and it is because of responsible budgeting that 
will protect Los Angeles for years to come. 

"Our work isn't done yet," Krekorian continued. "There is still an ongoing structural deficit that we 
need to eliminate as soon as we can. I'm confident we will get there through continued 
collaboration. As the economy continues to grow, I look forward to doing even more to restore 
services across the city."

A one-day shoot generates $100,000 for the local economy 


STUDIO CITY - Have you spotted a film crew in your neighborhood? FilmLA shares insight on what 
that means for the local economy. 

On any given day in Los Angeles, an average of 120 crews are filming across the city. A one-day 
commercial shoot with a mid-sized crew generates an estimated $100,000 for the local economy.

With the expansion of California's Film and TV Tax Credit Program, the City of Los Angeles is taking 
steps to accommodate an increase in production and move forward on initiatives to simplify the film- 
permitting process and prevent other production hassles.

LADOT Transit Service Analysis - Moving Forward...Together 

Dear Stakeholder: 

The City of Los Angeles Department of Transportation (LADOT) began its transit service program over 30 years ago. LADOT 
Transit now operates the second largest bus fleet in Los Angeles County (next to Metro) and serves approximately 26 million 
passenger trips annually. LADOT Transit operates five DASH routes in Downtown Los Angeles and 26 Community DASH routes, 
14 Commuter Express routes and the senior and disabled Cityride program to meet the travel needs of city residents, workers 
and visitors. Every three to five years, LADOT Transit performs a comprehensive line-by-line analysis (Transit Service Analysis) 
of its services to assess their performance as well as to identify unmet transportation needs in the city. 

LADOT Transit has begun a new Transit Service Analysis we are calling Moving Forward. ..Together. While the analysis will study 
technical aspects affecting route planning such as new development, demographic changes, current and potential ridership, 
cost effectiveness and mobility needs, a key factor in the analysis is input from riders, potential riders, employers, social 
service agencies as well as other major stakeholders who represent targeted populations throughout the City of Los Angeles. 

The analysis will be a three-phase effort. In the first phase, research and information will be collected and the public outreach 
effort will begin with the gathering of public and stakeholder input. That research and public and stakeholder input will be 
analyzed resulting in an initial set of recommendations. Phase Two will be the release of these draft recommendations as well 
as another round of public and stakeholder outreach efforts to gather reactions to proposed recommendations. Once again, 
the input will be analyzed resulting in a final set of recommendations. The last phase of the project will be the preparation of 
those recommendations for presentation to the Los Angeles City Council.

Better Budget, Better City

Dear Friend: 

If you look back just a few years into our city's history, you'll see 
that our budget situation wasn't too rosy. When I took office in 
2010, the deficit project for this year was over $1 billion. Vital 
neighborhood services hung in the balance, layoffs loomed and 
some even warned of the possibility of municipal bankruptcy. 

That's all in the distant past. I'm happy to report that LA's 
finances are far healthier today than they were then. This week, 
the City Council gave final approval to the city's $8.6 billion 
balanced budget for Fiscal Year 2015-2016 and, just a day later, 
Mayor Garcetti signed it. Gone are the days of gloom and doom. 
The outlook for the next few years is good--so good that I'm 
confident we will close our long-nagging structural deficit in the 
next three years. 





It wasn't easy getting here. We've made painful sacrifices that 
have been tough on our neighborhoods, impacted neighborhood 
services and shrunk the city workforce to the smallest it's been 
since Tom Bradley was mayor. 

As the chair of the City Council's Budget and Finance Committee, I 
know these realities all too well. But I'm also extremely proud of 
the work that the mayor and my committee has done to take our 
budget situation out of the darkness and bring it into the light. 

The budget we just 
passed covers 
spending for the next 
fiscal year, which 
begins on July 1, 2015. 

Without question, it's 
the best budget Los 
Angeles has had in six 
years. It shows 
significant revenue 
growth, adds 
neighborhood services, 
and establishes the 
largest rainy day fund 
in recent city history. 

It was shaped by 
collaboration between the Mayor and the City Council, with 
invaluable input from city department leaders and staff, 
neighborhood council members and our labor partners who 
represent much of the city's workforce. I believe it is a model of 
smart, responsible budgeting that will protect Los Angeles for 
years to come. 

With this budget, the city increases funding for public safety, 
including 10 percent more for the Fire Dept, to get more 
ambulances on the street and to update safety equipment and 
technology. There will also be five new classes of recruits, which 
means our communities will be served by 270 new firefighters to 
keep us safe. The budget funds 150 new squad cars and $4.5 
million for LAPD body cameras. 

We also allotted money to repair 2,400 miles of LA's streets, to 
trim 57,000 trees and to fill 350,000 potholes. The budget puts 
$20 million toward fixing sidewalks, $9 million to clean up bulky 
items illegally dumped in streets and alleys, and $3.8 million to 
remove graffiti and beautify medians throughout our 
neighborhoods. 

The importance of greater affordable housing and social services 
to our communities also received ample resources. There is now 
$10 million more for affordable housing, newly created programs to 
assist homeless veterans, and restored funding for domestic 
violence shelters, AIDS and disability programs, at-risk youth 
programs, family help centers, senior and caregiver programs and 
day laborer sites. 

Our work may be done for this budget season, but there is still 
much to do before we eliminate our structural deficit. With 
continued focus and resolve, I'm confident that we'll be able to 
meet our goal, which will allow us to restore more neighborhood 
services, and give us the city residents both need and deserve.

LOS ANGELES - City Councilmembers Paul Krekorian and Joe Buscaino will hold a joint public 
hearing of the Budget and Finance and the Public Works committees to begin crafting a 
comprehensive, citywide program to repair sidewalks next to homes and businesses. 

For more than a year, Councilmembers Krekorian and Buscaino have rolled up their sleeves and 
worked together to put fixing city sidewalks at the top of the city's to-do list.

Taking Action to Protect Neighborhood Trees

LOS ANGELES - Last month, Councilmember Krekorian introduced a motion to protect the city's 
large urban forest of mature street trees, thousands of which are removed each year due to 
private development and new construction. The motion instructs city departments, including the 
Planning Dept., the Dept, of Building and Safety, and the Bureau of Street Services Urban Forestry 
Division to study and adopt new policies that force developers to consider existing street trees 
before plans for new garages, driveways and curb cuts are approved. 

Councilmember Krekorian also wants to make sure that city construction standards are not 
compelling developers to remove the trees. Once the motion is approved, there will be a much 
higher level of scrutiny when a developer requests to remove mature trees. 

"Our urban forest needs to be protected and preserved, said Krekorian. "These trees enhance our 
neighborhoods and are an integral part of our city's ecosystem. Expediting this citywide policy is a 
top priority for me. I will do everything I can to push it forward so that we can preserve and 
protect the trees that make our communities unique and beautiful."
